Little  comment  is  required  here?  hut  I would  like 
to  point  out  that  the  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  is  still 
very  low.  This  is?  however?  in  contrast  to  the  notifications 
of  new  cases.  There?  again?  have  been  no  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

We  have  again  managed  to  avoid  the  drea,d  Acute 
Poliomyelitis?  - at  least  where  deaths  are  concerned.  During 
the  year  there  was  only  one  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  noti- 
fied? but  apart  from  that  1956  can  be  reckoned  as  memorable 
on  account  of  the  inception  of  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 
Scheme?  by  which  it  is  intended  in  due  course  to  have  every- 
one vaccinated  against  this  trouble.  The  progress  of  the 
Scheme  is  painfully  slow  owing  to  its  teething  troubles  and 
extreme  difficulty  of  producing  a safe  vaccine.  The  latter 

difficulty  has  been  overcome?  and  the  response  of  the  public 
in  general  has  been  favourable.

Report j which  summarises  the  reports  placed  before  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee « 

HOUSING 


Once  again  housing  repair  work  was  often  held  up  by 
the  shortage  of  builders  willing  to  take  on  jobbing  work, 

187  houses  were  repaired  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  193  during  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  132  statutory  notices  were  served, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITARY  WORK 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary 
supervision  of  these  works?  the  investigation  of  complaints 

relating  to  them  and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old 
drainage.  During  the  year  68  new  drains  were  tested  before 
being  filled  in, 

555  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  blocked 
drains.  These  were  dealt  with  immediately  by  a Council  employee 
as  part  of  the  Health  Department  Service. 

59  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following 
examinations  as  a result  of  complaint  or  for  other  reasons.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution  continued  to 
he  taken  during  the  year  from  two  deposit  gauges  and  two  lead 
peroxide  gauges. 

Whilst  the  principal  sources  of  industrial  pollution 
are  still  the  collieries  and  engine  sheds  and  sidings ? the 
chimneys  of  several  small  factories  gave  rise  to  nuisances  during 
the  year.  Usually  the  trouble  was  caused  by  the  burning  of 
bituminous  fuel  on  stoves  and  boilers  intended  for  smokeless 
fuel ? and  in  many  cases  the  nuisance  is  made  worse  by  the  fact 
that  few  of  the  small  factories  have  a properly  constructed 
chimney ? with  the  result  that  the  smoke  emitted  does  not  rise 
but  is  carried  by  down  draughts  into  nearby  premises. 

102  smoke  observations  were  made. 

DISINFESTATION 

6 4 Houses  were  disinfested?  the  majority  of  these 
disinfestations  being  the  extermination  of  cockroaches  and  ants. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  administering 
the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations.  During  the  year?  26  licences 
were  granted  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  the  income 
derived  therefrom  was  £16.  10.  Od. 

NOTICES  AND  PROCEEDINGS 

During  the  year  there  were  399  preliminary  notices  and 
102  statutory  notices  issued?  of  which  347  were  complied  with?  the 
remainder  being  carried  forward  to  195 7*
